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Commission Votes To Buy Crane, Fund Library 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, February 
23, at the courthouse in Elba, with all 
commissioners present, Present were 


Commissioners Rex Boutwell, Gilmer: 


Grant, Billy Eagerton, Charlie Mack 
Martin, Eugene Bradley and Marvin 
Bowden, along with Probate Judge 
James L. Sawyer and Commission Clerk 
Brunease Winston. 


The meeting's first order of busines 
was to open bids on a new tractor to be 
used by the Highway Department. A 
total of five letters was received, but 
‘tno bids’’ were received from Burford 
Equipment, Cowan Equipment, Tractor 
and Equipment Company and Joe 
Mooney Machinery. The only bid came 
from Eiba Tractor Company, and it was 
for $14,798.56. The Commission 
accepted tle bid on a vote of 5-1. (Grant 
cast the lone dissenting vote.) 


A letter from the State Department 
of Public Health was passed around, 
and the letter was an answer to a 
question asked by the county engineer 
as to what waste could be dumped in a 
gully at the county's landfill. The letter 
stated that industrial waste could be 
dumped and covered weekly, while all 
other waste would have to be covered 
daily. It also noted that cardboard 
boxes and waste from grocery stores 
should be covered daily because it 
would not be possible to separate the 
cardboard from food scraps. 


In a related matter, Elba City 
Engineer Jim Williams addressed the 
Commission and stated, ‘‘We have 
received word that boxes are being 
taken to the landfill from all the places 
except Elba. We want to cooperate with 
the county, and have stopped picking up 
cardboard boxes. However, we have 
since found out that you are still 
accepting boxes. I don’t think this is 
fair because it has placed a hardship on 
us. We were told we could not take any 
more cardboard boxes to the landfill, 
and we stopped the next day. If the 


county is still accepting boxes from 
other cities, we feel it isn’t fair not to 
allow us to do the same.”’ 


Mr. Hiram Glass informs the Com- 
mission that Elba Coroner Marvin 
Mcllwain no longer serves the people. 


Merchants To 


Continue Putting 


In Trash 


Following a meeting with the Coffee 
County Commission, the City of Elba 
delivered a letter to all Elba merchants 
rescinding the letter of the week before 
eoncerning cardboard boxes. — 

Now the city trucks will pick up ali 
boxes as they have in years past. It is 
mot necéssary for boxes to be broken 
down and stacked for pickup. 

This evolved when it was revealed 
that Elba was the only city complying 
with the instructions from the landfill. 


Boxes 


Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin 
stated, ‘‘We should set a policy and 
stick to it;'’ and the Commission 
assured Williams that all cities would be 
treated equally. 


Mr. Buck Tindol, the Landfill 
Manager, came to the meeting after 
Williams had left, and said, ‘‘The letter 
we sent out in 1978 stated we would 
accept only household garbage - no 
boxes. However, a while back we 
waived the rule-concerning trash. Last 
week we called the cities and asked 
them to go back and abide by the 1978 
rules, It is true that Enterprise is still 
bringing everything to the landfill. | was 
told it would cost them $80,000 a year to 
separate trash and boxes." 


After a lengthy discussion that 
included several questions, but no 
answers, the Commission agreed to 
meet with officials from Elba, Enter- 
prise, New Brockton and Brantley on 
Friday, February 27, at the Farm Center 
in New Brockton, At the meeting, the 
officials will discuss the total financial 
aspects of the landfill and be asked to 
make recommendations about the prob- 
lems faced by the county about garbage 
pickup. 


County Engineer Bill McClain re- 
ported his department was still in need 
of a crane and dragline, and that Leary 
and Owens Equipment Company had 
made a new proposal on a used piece of 
equipment. The new proposal was to 
sell ‘he-county a crane for $54,000, and 
to install 8 new tires, repair steering, 
repair crankshaft, seal oil leak, replace 
all broken glass, clean and paint the 
machine, and make all lights operable. 

The Commission discussed the 
original bids and the details of all the 
contracts. The engineer stated he had 
26 bridges in bad need of repair, but 
admitted the price seemed a little high. 
The crane will need two buckets and 
later need some accessories, which 
when combined, will cost between 
$18,000-$21,000, making the final cost 
right at $75,000. The Commission voted 
to accept the offer after the company 
agreed to include a 30-day warranty. 

An LEPA grant was presented for 
the Commission’s approval, which will 
help finance the salary of the county's 
felony officer. The grant (a 66%-34% 
funding) would total $6,061, of which 
the Federal funding would be $4,000. 
The Commission discussed the grant 
and remembered that the county’s 
matching share ($2,061) would be 
considered paid in full, due to the 
county’s paying the salary for three 
months. After Sheriff Paul confirmed 
the grant wouldn’t cost the county ‘‘a 
dime,’’ the Commission yoted unani- 
mously to sign the contract. 


Dan McGowan, a reporter for 
WTVY, a Dothan television station, 
asked Judge Sawyer what was discus- 
sed at a recent “informal meeting” 
between the Commission and Senator 
Wallace Miller and Representative 
Jimmy Holley. McGowan quizzed 
whether or not a 1-cent sales tax that 


‘would finance both the new jail and 


county schools, was the main subject 
discussed? Judge Sawyer replied, ‘‘the 
jail and courthouse problems were 
discussed, but no decisions were 
made."’

dressed the Commission about addition- 
al funds needed for the Crosstrails 
Regional Library. The trio - Mrs. Nell 
Wise, Mrs. Jack Pugh and Mrs. Elmer 
Taylor - gave the Commission a detailed 
report on the library's services to Coffee 
County, and a brief inventory of 


the program and made a motion to add 
$5,000 to the yearly appropriation, and 
make a $5,000 addition to this year's 
funding. 

Judgé Sawyer reminded the Com- 
mission it was already overbudgeted 
over $80,000, \and suggested the

The ladies thanked the Commission for 


its yearly aid, but reported the county’s 
funding was the lowest of the counties 
involved in the program. A report 
showed that the county paid only 16% 
per capita, compared to 40% paid by 
Geneva County. Mrs. Wise hinted the 
low funding could result in the county's 
losing the services of the program. 


The Commission explained it made a 
cut in appropriations due to a drop in 
revenue, and that the cutback was made 
across the board. Commissioner Martin 
expressed a fear the county might lose 


budget be drawn up. However, when 
the vote on the motion was tied at 3-3, 
Sawyer did an about-face and voted to 
approve the request. Voting for the 
motion were Bowden, Martin and 
Bradley, while voting no were Boutwell, 
Eagerton and Grant. 


Mr. Hiram Glass spoke to the 
Commission and stated, ‘‘We have an 
elected official that is not available to 
the people of Coffee County!’’ Glass 
reported that Marvin Mcliwain, the 
coroner in the Elba Division, has been 

» out of Elba for several months and was 
now living in Montgomery. He added 
that Danny Bradley, the coroner in the 
Enterprise Division, must now work 
both sides of the county. 


“The county pays his salary,” 
stated Glass, ‘“‘and I thought the 
Commission should know he is no 
longer available."’ The Commission 
told Glass they would check with the 
county attorney and see what could be 
done,

The Coffee County Grand Jury met 
for the third time Saturday, which is 
highly unusual in Coffee County. This 
meeting was to consider evidence of 
jury tampering with a recent group of 
potential jurors. 

Normally the group hears the 
evidence and possibly hears the District 
Attorney repeat what the accused has 
told him, plus voices an opinion on his 
feclings of guilt or innocence. This 
opinion usually carries heavy weight 
with a Grand Jury. 

After the District Attorney presents 
all his evidence, the jury discusses the 
merits of the case and casts a vote. In 
this particular case, it is apparent the 
evidence and/or deliberation was short, 
as the group met for only a short time 
before dismissing without indicting 
anyone.

There are many lfand- 
owners in this county with 
pine plantations from 10 to 
15 years old. Some of these 
landowners are undecided as 
to what should be done with 
them. Many think they 
should be left alone, while 
others think they should be 


clear-cut. But the landowner 
that will make the most 
money is the one who 


decides to selectively thin his 
plantations. 

A landowner that select- 
ively thins his trees at the 
proper time over a_thirty- 
year period will probably 
make about $200 per acre 
more than the landowners 
who do no cutting or who 
clear-cut.

It's most amusing to 
watch the doctors’ parking 
lot under the windows. There 
are only 32 parking spaces, 
and the last doctors to arrive 
have to shuffle for space. 


For real excitement dur- 
ing a week's stay, ride the 
elevators down and then 
climb the four flights of stairs 
- or vice-versa. If you have 
wanderlust, silently go ex- 
ploring the many long hails, 
the many sitting rooms, the 


snack room and the main 
lobby. Too, there's a gift 
shop run by the Pink Ladies. 
However, be sure you carry 
big money for flowers and 
other gifts. I did that 
familiar shopping you do ‘‘by 
looking,”’ but was thoughtful 
enough to tell Miss Pear! that 
I'll not forget when the 
Yellowtops and Ragweed are 
at their best this Spring! 


The chapel doors are 
always open and seem so 
inviting. As you enter, 
there's a feeling of humility 
and sacredness. Oh, how I'd 
love to hear Pam, Janet, Ella 
Kate, Lois, or any other of 
our capable girls, play that 
organ. 

Hanging outside in the 
hall near the chapel entrance 
are two interesting pictures - 
one of St. Francis of Assisi 
gazing Heavenward with the 
"beautiful European terns 
circling his head. The other 
one is the life and works of 
St. Francis of Assisi - 1182 - 
1226. (These you will see in 
the Cathedral in Assisi.) 


The founders of St. 
Francis Hospital are honored 
by portraits, placards, and 
much history on display in 
the lobby and halls. 

The huge lobby is open at 
night, under security guards, 
for those who have no place 
to sleep, and desire to wait 
patiently for the hope of an 
encouraging word. The 
Sisters turn no one away, and 
they so willingly share their 
love and concern. This is so 
evident by observation. 


Yes, that Tuesday was a 
stormy day. I've never 
witnessed so much thunder 
and lightning; and to add to 
its dreariness and longevity, 
at 11 p.m. the fire alarms 
went off in the halls, In- 
stantly the halls became alive 
with all kinds of creatures.

SEASONING ART 

The art of using herbs 
and spices requires knowing 
how to combine flavors as 
well as how much to use. 
These guidelines will help 
you decide the proper 
amounts of herbs and spices 
to add. 

Although herbs or spices 
should enhance and not 
overpower the flavor, cul- 
tural preferences will in- 
fluence your decision, 

Use strong, pungent 
spices, such as red pepper, 
in small amounts. Most 
delicate seasonings can be 
used in greater amounts 
without ruining the final 
product. 

Spice and herb com- 
panies recommend about 
one-fourth teaspoon of a 
Spice per pound of meat or 
pint of liquid. Use only 
one-eighth teaspoon ' of 
stronger seasonings such as 
red pepper or garlic. Re- 
member, it is easier to add 
more seasoning if needed 
than to try to compensate for 
too much. 

Start with a tested recipe. 
After it has been prepared, 
decide if more or less season- 
ing is needed next time. 
Although more than one herb 
or spice can be used in a 
recipe, use only one to begin 
with. As you gain exper- 
ience, taste will tell if others 
can be added.

VITAMIN C TIPS 

We all need a certain 
amount of Vitamin C in our 
diets every day. Vitamin C is 
used by the body to form 
collagen, the cementing sub- 
stance which holds cells 
together. It is also used in 
producing antibodies which 
fight infection. 

Vitamin C is most abun- 
dant in raw fruits and 
vegetables. Frozen foods are 
the next best source, and 
canned foods come in third. 
To get the most Vitamin C 
out of the foods you eat, 
follow these tips: 

Buy fresh produce in 
small amounts so it will be 
used promptly. Keep it re- 
frigerated, 

Cook foods whole or in 
large pieces so that less is 
exposed to water. If possible, 
cook the food before it is 
peeled, 

Peel, pare and cut fruits 
and vegetables just before 
cooking or serving. Do not let 
produce soak in water or be 
exposed to air before cook- 
ing, 

Cook the food in as small 
amount of water and for as 
short a time as possible. 
Steam foods instead of boil- 
ing them, 

Save and use vegetable 
stock in soups, stews and 
gtavies. Don't cook produce 
which is high in Vitamin C in 
iron or copper cookware. 


@ Don’t preheat when 
broiling, roasting, or cook- 
ing iterns such as casseroles. 
Preheating is only necessary 
with some baked products, 
and usually ten minutes of 
preheating is sufficient. 

@ Use a minimum of 
liquid or fat in cooking to 
help shorten cooking time. 

® Use pans with flat 
bottoms, straight sides and 
tightly-fitting lids. 


Support Price For Quota Peanuts To Be 
Revied By U.S.D.A. 


Secretary of Agriculture 
John Block recently an- 
nounced national average 
Support levels of $455 per 
short ton for 1981 crop quota 
peanuts, and $250 per short 
ton for 1981 crop additional 
(above quota) peanuts, un- 
changed from the 1980 sup- 
port level. 

Because of adverse 
weather conditions during 
the past growing season, 
peanut prices have reached 
record levels, far above the 
support level for quota pea- 
nuts, Block said. Early indi- 
cations are that 1981 crop 
peanuts, with carryover 
stocks almost nonexistent, 
will bring prices above sup- 
port levels. 

The support price for 
quota peanuts will be re- 
viewed again when the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
reviews the support prices 
for the other agricultural 
commodities, Block said, 
However, for now, the USDA 
has determined the support 
levels for peanuts will remain 
unchanged, he said. 

Although legislation does 
not require announcing the 
quota support price at this 
time, Block said he is setting 
it now, along with the 
required announcement of 
the additional support level, 
Since many peanut growers 
are making plans for the 1981 
planting season. 

The quota support level is 
expected to cover approxi- 
mately 95 percent of the cost 
of producing peanuts. This 
cost is based on a trend yield 
of 2,569 pounds per planted 
acre, 

Block said the support 
levels for both quota and 
additional peanuts an- 
nounced are expected to limit 
potential costs to the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation, 

Quota peanuts are those 
grown within the poundage 
quota established for the 
1981 marketing year. Addi- 
tional peanuts for the 1981 
marketing year are those 
grown in excess of quota, but 
produced on allotted acre- 
age. 

Approximately 83 percent 
of the U.S. peanut crop is 
marketed commercially, with 
the remaining 17 percent 
placed under CCC Loans. 

Quota and additional pea- 
nuts placed under loan may 
be sold by CCC for domestic 
edible use, including use for 
seed, at not less than 105 
percent of the quota loan 
rate, plus costs, if sold.on or 
before December 31 or 107 
percent of the quota loan 
value plus costs if sold after 
that date. 

The exception to this 
policy is that sales of addi- 
tional loan peanuts for do- 
mestic edible use -- if sold 
and paid for during the 
harvest season at the time of 
delivery by the producer -- 
will be made at no less than 
100 percent of the quota loan 
value, plus costs, Block said. 

Farmers’ stock peanuts 
will be sold by CCC for 
export for edible use at no 
less than the quota support 
price, plus costs, for quota 
peanuts, and no less than $20 
per ton below the quota 
Support price for additional

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WHAT IS ORGANIC 
MATTER IN SOIL? 


Organic matter is that 
fraction of soil which results 
from the decomposition of 
vegetable and animal matter 
through the action, of bac- 
teria. It is one of the 
important constituents of 
soils because it provides the 
natural home for the millions 
of bacteriological creatures 
which are so necessary for 
plant life. In addition, it also 
serves as a sponge to retain 
water, carbon dioxide, and 
other chemical products pro- 
duced in the bacterial world. 

» A very helpful picture can 
be obtained when looking at 
the functions of organic 
matter in soils, if you will try 
to visualize this colloidal 
material as a coating around 
each soil particle in the top 
.Soil. Organic matter is either 
black or dark brown in color; 
lighter colors in top soil 
indicate absence of proper 
amount of organic matter or 
a complete mixing with some 
inorganic colloids derived 
from the silt faction, which 
are colorless. This coating 
on the soil particle is moist

Our recom- 
mendations are that, if you 
are forced to wait late to 
apply lime, put it out after 
turning the land. This is 
especially true on fields 
which will be planted to 
peanuts. 

if you put lime out and 
turn it deeply, the peanut 
plant cannot get the full 
benefits of that lime. You'll 
get better results this year by 
applying the lime after you 
turn your land. 

If you soil test and it calls 
for two tons of lime, you 
could apply a ton of it before 
the land is turned, and then 
the other ton after you have 
turned it. This will give you 
‘a much better mix. 


OOOeee::' 
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and forms one of the most 
active agents for exchange of 
mineral elements from soil to 
plant. The preservation of 
this organic matter is very 
important to the soii because 
without it the rate at which 
minerals will be made avail- 
able to the plant would be 
seriously reduced. 

A soil should have be- 
tween three’ and five percent 
organic matter as a safe 
margin for continuously ro- 
tated cropland. However, 
most soils of this area of 
Alabama have one percent or 
less of organic matter. Or- 
ganic matter is probably the 
most expensive of the ele- 
ments to build into a deplet- 
ed soil. It is usually 
destroyed by overcropping, 
burning and severe erosion, 
It can be restored by the use 
of green manure crops, ani- 
mal manure, and returning 
crop residues to the soil in 
combination with lime or 
other products which in- 
crease the rate of decomposi- 
tion. Soils that are being 


continuously cropped should 
have a system designed to 
return some organic matter 
to the soil,
